REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 12-16, 19, 23, 92, and 100 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) , wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claim 1 , an apparatus for performing 
multiple procedures involving the retina of the eye, said apparatus comprising: said at least one 
imager configured to provide image data comprising at least two data types selected from the 
group consisting of data from ophthalmic images using confocal microscopy data, retinal 
polarimetry data, optical coherence tomography data, thermal image data, spectroscopic image 
data, refractometry data, and visible image data; and a data analysis module that interrelates data 
from said at least two data types to provide an interpretive result that is indicative of a presence 
of an abnormality that appears to involve a retinal portion of the eye, and where said abnormality 
could actually involve, at least in part, a diseased portion of the brain, as claimed.
